MAN WITH NINE EIVES 


ACCIDENTS SEEM TO HAPPEN TO 


KLEINBUB IN VAIN. 


(tabbed, Cut, Shot and Blown Up, but Vie 


Ifan Stood It All Klght—Three Doctor! 
Dead Who Predicted That He Would 
Die. 


As the Fourth of July draws near tho 


friends of GOOTKO Kloinbub are consider- 
ing v, bother It would bo advisable to enter 
Into ucontruot with the hospitals of Brook- 
lyn to tnko caro of him. They uro fl-ra In 
tho belief that bo will need a hospital on 
the Fourth, according to ft habit of his. 
Among his neighbors hn is known as "the 
man with ulno HVCH," owing to the num- 
ber of accidents ho has passed through 
without being killed. 


Kli inbub's first accident happonod just 


after hia sixth blrthduy. Ho wus horn In 
Germany, at Durmeishelni, on Sept. 28, 
1862. 
On Sept. 80, 1868, ho Indulged In 


the boys' pastlmo known as"cutbohlnd." 
A formor'B wagon was going along tho 
road %vhon Goorgo decided to take a ride. 
Hn out behind tho wagon, and his right 
Jog en ugh t In ono of tho whoola, whirling 
him round and round. The farmer drove 
CO PIKHJS before ho discovered Goorgo, and 
when ho stopped he found the Ind uncon- 
ROlotiH, out and blooding. Tho doctor at 
first considered tha onso hopeless. Finally 
ho sucooodod in bringing tho Ind around 
all rlfcbt, but Goorgo was loft with a bro- 
kon un kid. 


In 1808 his parents moved to Carlsruhe. 


Whim 11 years old, ho was accidentally 
shot by sportsmen In tho abdomen and 
right leg just above tho knoo. For seven 
wookfi his recovery was doubtful. Both 
bullut s wore extracted, and young Klein- 
bub finally recovered. 


Five yoars after ho had been shot by the 


sportsmen he followed a party to a dance 
and got Into a row with a soldier. Tlio BO!- 
dlor drew a knifo and stabbed Klelnbub 
in tho bond, nook and shoulder. George 
defended himself, also using a knife;, and 
laid tho soldier low with an ugly wound In 
tho nlidomon. Foarlng arrest, ho decided 
to iiuiko his way to America. Ho did not 
have unough money to pay his passage, so 
ho dci'idod to sail us a stowaway. Tying a 
hundliorohlef over tho stab wound In his 
head, ho managed to stop the flow of blood 
until ho got aboard a vessel bound for 
Now York. On Nov. 28, 1808, ho landed 
lit Caitlo Garden. His brother had landed 
two years boforo, and Goorgo found him 
in New York aftor a Hoarch of ton days. 


Ho continually complained of pains In 


tho liend. Tho stab had not healed and 
gave him so much trouble that he consult- 
ed a physician about it. Ho called upon 
Dr. Sohillor, and tho doctor made an ex- 
amination of tho wound. This was in 
1873. 


"My dear man," said tho doctor, 


"thorn's a piece of tho knife in your head, 
and I suppose It has boon thoro since tho 
day you wore stabbed. It appears to be 
working Itself out, so I'll just poultice 
tho wound and keep it open." 


Klclubub kopt the wound poulticed un- 


til ono day the workmen in tho sugar 
house whoro ho worked began throwing 
wot cloths at ono another. One cloth hit 
Klolnbnb on tho head, knocking off tho 
poult loo tiud bondage from tho wound and 
causing It to blood. Kloinbub washed 
away tho blood and folt his hoacl. 
Tho 


hard substance that had boon bothering 
him for four years had disappeared. Ho 
afterward found it in the poultico. It 
proved to be tho end of a stool blade half 
an Ijioh wide mid ono inch in length. 
That settled the headaches. 


On July 4, 1878, lie celebrated Independ- 


ence day and was severely burned about 
the hands while setting off firecrackers. 


On the following Christmas day, while 


using a knifo to clean a cylinder revolving 
at the rate of 1,800 revolutions a minute, 
the knifo got caught in a set sorew, flew 
from his grasp and pierced his left arm at 
the wrist, pinning it against the machine 
and hovering sinews and artery. 
After 


that he oould not use his loft hand. Up 
to thin time ho had beuu left handed. The 
(icoiuruc imwio him rUfbt h alidad 
Ho wa» 


14 weuks in bod nursing his injuries. 


In 3880 he opened a saloon. One of his 


customers had a log broken, and it was 
decide d to raffle a pistol for his benefit. 
Tho raffle wus to take placo in Kloinbub's 
saloon, and there the pistol was loft. 
Kloinbub had a pistol of his own which 
he kopt loaded behind the bar. His son 
Jullun wanted to compare tho two pistols 
and took tho cartridges from the loaded 
pistol and fitted them into tho pistol that 
was to be raffled. 
A customer came In 


then, and young Kloinbub forgot about 
tho exchange of cartridges. Later tho son 
went to supper, and tho father looked aft- 
er the saloon. A man named Haas enter- 
ed tho place and askod about the raffle. 
Thon ho askod permission to examine the 
pistol. Kloinbub told Haas that tho pis- 
tol was not loaded, and Haas plokod it up 
and pulled the trigger. A discharge fol- 
lowed, and a bullet entered Kleinbub's 
left side, grazing the upper portion of his 
left lung, passing through a rib and lodg- 
ing in his back. Kloinbub, who was be- 
hind t he bar, grasped a whisky bottle and 
proceeded to drink. Haas ran out Into the 
street and summoned help. This time 
Kloinbub's relatives thought he would 
surely die. Dr. Hughes probod for the 
bullet and located it, but was unable tc 
extract it. At this time wagers wero laid 
by Kloinbub's neighbors upon tho result. 
Two weeks lator Kleinbub was up and 
abaut attending to business as usual. 


On July 4, 1888, Kloinbub celebrated 


Imloponclonoo clay by burning his right 
oar with a giant cracker. For a week 
Kleinbub wont around with his ear tied 
up. On July 4 lust he broke tho celebra- 
tion record by exploding two kegs of pow- 
dor. That morning he had purchased an 
unusually largo quantity of fireworks, and 
tha nnighbors predicted ill. All day Klein- 
bub amused himself by firing a big can- 
non in tho yard in tho rear of his boor sa- 
loon. At night he started in to whoop tip 
thing*) with skyrockets and Roman can- 
dles. Thon he began to light flowerpots, 
using a torch he had made by rolling up 
a piece of newspaper. There wore two 
kegs of powder behind him, ono of which 
had been opened. He placed a flowerpot 
on tho ground, touched it off and threw 
the lighted torch behind him. He turned 
around in time to see a flash. A double 
explosion followed, and Kloinbub found 
himself on tho ground ten feet from where 
ho had boon standing. Every pane of 
glass in the windows about the neighbor- 
hood was broken. People ran from their 
houses, thinking there was an earthquake. 
Kloin bub's dwelling trembled as if It was 
about to topple over. When the men in 
tho barroom got over their fright, they 
hurried to the yard, where they found 
Kleinbub. Ho was still conscious. The 
powder had blinded him and had spotted 
his fnoe so that he resembled a man who 
had boon tattooed. Ho remained blind un- 
til Oct. I. Now his sight is fully restored, 
but the powder marks still remain in huj 
eyos and face.—New York Sun. 


DECAY OF BOHEMIANISM. 


Frisky Governor Morton, 


Although his gubernatorial dignity does 


not permit much indulgence in rude 
sports, It is a fact well known In his vil- 
lage that Mr. Morton can pitch a decent 
curve at baseball and manage rathor frisky 
horses and is a fine bowler. With gun and 
rod he has always been and is quite expert, 
In fact, it is to the life he has led thaf Go\-' 
ernor Morton owes his comparatively 
youthful look in this maturity of his 
years. It is a singular fact that the aver- 
age life of the governor's direct lineal an- 
cestors for five generations back has been 
93,-and ono of his great-grandfathers died 
at 88.—Albany Press. 


Jewish Idea of the Hereafter.

temple. "Judaism docs not believe In a 
local heaven or a locaf hell," said the rab- 
bi. "Judaism conceives of God as infinite- 
ly just, infinitely loving and merciful 
Our idea of justice repels the idea of a God 
who has made a heaven and a hell as 
taught by other religions. Judaism does 
not plume itself upon standing nearer to 
God than other religions, but believes that 
every true person shall see God, no matter 
jvjiat his race or relinloua belief."— 


Practically Dead, Though Some People 


Make • Bad of It. 


Bobemlanlsm is dead, and those who 


call themselves bohemlans at the present 
day wear their rue with a difference. 
Sometimes they mistake tho attendant cir- 
cumstances for tho cause and think them- 
selves entitled to a reputation for ability 
merely because they refuse to go to. bed at 
the sometime as ordinary humanity. Snob 
men of course have no right to call thom- 
»olves after a distinguished and DO* Tin- 
honorable name. The mere habit of large 
suppers and late hours and loose ways of 
life generally has nothing which associates 
Itself with that ready aptitude for aU kinds 
of work and that disciplined though 
(somewhat fitful activity which were the 
marks of the true bohemian. 


There is no more significant proof of the 


change that has come over the artistic and 
literary world than the fact that every at- 
tompt to revive the old bohomianism In its 
former shape has Invariably resulted in 
failure. Tho demand for tho "good old" 
Bimdod floor and clay pipe of the past Is 
limited to an undistinguished few, and 
tho supply of these obsolete luxuries, when 
granted, moots with no general apprecia- 
tion. In like manner eccentricities of con- 
duot which were once regarded as virtues 
rather than vices ore no longer tolerated, 
and the so called bohomlan of these days 
Is expected to pay and does pay his club 
subscription and his just debt*. Ho Is 
not so picturesque as ho was, but ho is 
much more punctual. 


Tho cause of these changes is not far to 


seek. Nowadays tho standard of life has 
risen In all the social spheres, and while 
the British workman domands his higher 
wages and more ample leisure the artist 
world clothes itself in purple and fine lin- 
en and requires to bo surrounded with all 
the comforts and extravagances of palatial 
clubs. Only there is no eight hour limit 
for the contemporary inhabitant of this 
nondescript region, nor does he enroll him- 
self into unions to extort terms from hard 
hearted proprietors and managers. Al- 
though his dinners and his suppers aro 
much more costly than they used to bo in 
tho old days, he does not work less hard 
nor is his labor leas worthy of ungrudging 
praise. 


Meanwhile both actors and journalists 


have transformed the whole mlse en scene 
of thoir lives. There is no more sackcloth 
nor locusts and wild honey for them. 
They aro clad in the broadcloth of the 
ordinary world and have soared Into a so- 
cial sphere which their predecessors neither 
knew nor cared about. Possibly this may 
be the off cot of that general equalization of 
conditions which accompanies the whole 
course of our modern democracy. We all 
dress alike, live alike, acknowledge tho 
same social rules, adopt the some luxuri- 
ous or extravagant tastes. The point to 
notice, however, is that the worth of the 
individual has not grown less, despite this 
democratic tendency. On the contrary, 
his voluo both to himself and to others 
bos enormously increased. The modern 
dramatist makes, If ho be not maligned, 
an extremely respectable fortune, and Mr. 
Gosse has Informed ue reoently—and has, 
of oourse, suffered for his rashness—that 
tho profits of certain of our more popular 
authors havo gone up by leaps and bounds. 
—London Telegraph.

through all the grand staterooms, one aft- 
er another, without seeing any one, till at 
last he arrived at a small, oommonploco 
roorn «.r t.h*» ond of th«Tn all, whflre there 
was a single table with a lamp upon It, 
and here ho saw the empress, the emperor 
and all the grand dukes and duchesses 
whom he had mentioned in the poem. 
"How do you do, sir?" said the emperor. 
"I hear you have written a most beautiful 
poom, and I have sent for you that you 
may read it aloud to us yourself, and I 
have invited all the grand dukes and duch- 
esses to come that they may have the pleas- 
ure of hearing you." Then the poor man 
prostrated himself at tho emperor's foot. 
"Send me to Siberia, sire," he said, "foroo 
me to become a soldier, only do not com- 
pel mo to read that poem." "Oh, sir, you 
ore cruel to refuse me the pleasure, but 
you will not be so ungallant as to refuse 
the empress the pleasure of hearing your 
verses, and she will ask you herself." And 
the empress asked him.

St. Nicholas of Mjra. 


All that is known with any certainty of 


Nicholas la tho bare fact that he lived in 
Asia Minor, somewhere about the begin- 
ning of the fourth century. He was bishop 
of Myra, a Lyolan seacoast town, vener- 
able, of oourse, for his pioty and benevo- 
lence, and he was revered in the oast at 
least as early as tha sixth century. In the 
Greek church ho takes rank immediately 
after tho five great fathers, and under the 
name of St. Nicholas of Myra he is esteemed 
as patron saint of by far the largest body 
of orthodox Greeks—the Russian empire. 
Czar Nicholas Indeed is but ono out of his 
many namesakes. 


As early as the year 560 Justinian dedi- 


cated a church in Constantinople to the 
renowned bishop. In the west, where, 
for a reason, he is more commonly known 
as St. Nicholas of Bari, he was acclima- 
tized for good in the eleventh century. His 
vogue in the north began with the twelfth, 
but oxtended so rapidly that by the refor- 
mation he probably possessed in England 
alone more churches and chapols dedicated 
in liis honor than any other holy person- 
age.—Cornhlll Magazine. 


Proper Temperature For Claret.

bringing wino to a proper temperature be- 
fore drinking it. Claret fresh from a cool 
collar is ohl1 V*tnff, and gentle warmth is 
required to ^K lop tho bouquet. On tha 
other hand, only the coarsest kinds will 
stand being suddenly heated, and to place 
a delicate wino before a hot flre is destruc- 
tive of its refinement. 


The practice which is usually adopted 


in Franco is to bring the bottle up some 
two or throe days beforehand and to keep 
it for that period at a temperature of be- 
tween CO degrees and 70 degrees. 
To this 


precaution must be added that of exclud- 
ing all sediment in decanting, even at the 
sacrifice of what may sometimes seem an 
extravagant proportion of the vr\ae — 
Blackwood'i Magazine.

Hi* Brave boert That Wun Him the CovJ 


•ted Victoria Croat. 


Lord William Borosford Is the best 


known man of his age in tho British army, 
In which tho fighting Bcrosfords have boon 
famous for four gonorations. 
Ho won ex- 


ceptional pralso for his gallantry In the 
expedition nmdo by one armod old Sir Sam 
Browne's column through the deadly Khy- 
ber pass Into Afghanland In 1878. Tho 
following year he was ordered to Zululand 
as A. D. C. to General Sir Hedvera Buller, 
B illont, saturnlns soldier, a fierce, cool 
and resolute fighter, who commanded the 
cavalry In Lord Chclmsford's expedition 
against the great Zulu leader, Cetewayo. 
Here It was that Borosford won the most 
coveted honor the English soldier can re- 
ceive, tho Victoria Cross, only given for 
the most distinguished gallantry In the 
face of the enemy. 


"Boresford," said Archibald Forbes, tho 


famous war correspondent, who told tho 
story tho last time ho was In Washington, 
"was out on a scout or rather an armed 
reconnolssanoo, to ascertain the strength 
of the Zulu forces. Bullor directed him to 
be very wary, or he would bo ambuscaded. 
Tho advice was good, for about ten miles 
from camp, on the White TJmvaloosl river, 
thoro sprang up out of a deep water cut 
crossing the plain a lino of Zulus 2,000 
strong. Berooford Immediately ordered his 
force—only four troops strong—to fall 
bock, keeping tho Zulus in check. Just 
then a sergeant was shot off his horse and 
the Zulus made a dash for him. Boresford 
turned book, and with one hand pulled the 
wounded man up behind him while he 
held his cocked Colt's revolver in tho 
other. He had Just got the man up when 
tho warriors were on him. Ho shot four in 
about eight seconds, and thus halted them. 
He was joined by Sergeant O'Toolo, and 
with his aid Beresf ord was able to got back 
to the command, which fell back slowly 
till they recrossed tho river, and were ro- 
onforcod by Buller's whole command. 
"I toll you, it was touch and go, for had 


Borosford's horse stumbled with the dou- 
ble load he carried, Bill would have been a 
'gonor.1 Well, Sir Evelyn Wood recom- 
mended him for the Victoria Cross, and 
tho quoon immediately granted the re- 
quest. 
But Beresford refused to accept It 


unless Sergeant O'Toolo was similarly 
honored. 'I could never have got back 
with Fitz-Maurice,' said Beresford, 'had 
not O'Toolo come to rne. If I dosorvo it, 
he surely does too.' So the gazette that 
announced Beresford'sdocoratlonalso told 
the army that tho same honor had been 
conferred upon Sergeant Edmund O'Toolo 
of Baker's Horse."—Washington Post. 


Nicholas. 


Asa Christian name Nicholas posltlvolv 


came over with tho conqueror. Ho landed 
In tho parish of St. Nicholas, at Povensoy. 
Domesday book contains only one Nicolas, 
undisflgnrod UB yet by that intrusive as- 
pirate, which has also taken undue posses- 
sion of Antony, though it has dropped out, 
on revanche, from Hadrian and from Han- 
nah. From the conquest on the Nicholases 
multiplied and were very abundant. I find 
tho name most frequent in modimval doc- 
uments. Nicolas Breakspear was tho only 
Englishman ever made o pope; Nicholas 
Ridley was the burned bishop, while Sir 
Nicholas Bacon was father of tho man who, 
there Is every reason to suppose, did not 
writo "Hamlet," "Macbeth" and "Othel- 
lo." 
Nicholas Udall, master of Eton, was 


tho author of "Ralph Roistor-Doister," 
the first English comody. In Scotland the 
name got shortened into Nlcol, in which 
form It was borne by many a "kinless 
loon," as well as by the immortal Baillie 
Nlcol Jarvie. Pope Nicholas V, who 
founded the Capella Nicoolina at the Vat- 
ican, gave it a fresh lease of life 
But the 


reformation scotched it. It lingered on 
awhile in some half heuvted way, and re- 
ceived its coup de grace fromtlie grotesque 
combination of Nicholas Nickloby.—Corn- 
hill Magazine. 


Colored Bromide Prints. 


In photographic art, the colored bromide 


prints by Soibi have for some time post at- 
tracted much attention. It seems that the 
prints are developed with eikonogen and 
fixed in a noutral bath without the inter- 
position of an acid bath, then thoroughly 
washed and afterward treated with a solu- 
tion composed of one-half ounce nitrate of 
lead, throe-fourths ounce red prussiate of 
potash and 12 ounces of water. 
This con- 


verts the Image from black into a faint 
yellow, when they are again thoroughly 
washed and tho yellow image toned to dif- 
ferent colors by means of various solutions. 
Thus, for blue, five ounces porehloride of 
Iron and six ounces of water are used, and, 
for another blue, sometimes called a black 
blue, the prints are treated with a weak 
solution of ferrous sulphate; for green, 
one-half ounce neutral ohromate of potas- 
sium and 12 ounces of water, tho prints 
being washed and afterward treated like 
the blues; for brown or red sepia, five 
drams coppor chloride and six ounces of 
water, the action of this solution being 
very rapid.—New York Sun.
